Episode V. — The Wedding Tea-Party, 1814.

• The Founding of "The Benevolent Society.” 

Nearly a century ago, as the War of 1812 drew to a close, a movement 
was started in this town for the relief of the privation and want so keenly 
felt by many of its people. Little can we realize now the widespread 
lack, in that period of stress, of our common necessities of life. In a spirit 
of brotherly kindness and charity, a number of people, gathered together on 
the occasion of the "wedding tea party” of Mr. and Mrs. Eben S. Upton, on 
the tenth of May, 1814, organized the Female Benevolent Society of the 
South Parish of Danvers, a society which is still in active existence. 
Forty-nine women composed the original organization, the constitution for 
which was drawn up by the Rev. Samuel Walker of the South Congre- 
gational Church, 


This was the second movement to distinguish the year 1814 in this 
town. In the preceding February the Danvers Moral Society for the 
Suppression of Intemperance was organized by Dr, Andrew Nichols, 
Sylvester Osborn, Fitch Pool, Edward Southwick and others. 

Eighteen years later, when Miss Maria Winchester was married to 
Dr. Joseph Osgood, she gave the $25, the cost of the customary wedding 
wine, to enroll herself as a life member of the Benevolent Society,
